Silk,  Simmons  College,  Boston,  was  generally  in  support 
of  the  amendment  and  cited  Swedish  experience  in  this 
field.  Leo  Wilson,  Veterans  Mutual  Housing  Co-op, 
explained  difficulty  of  getting  financing  for  the  Mutual 
Co-op  in  the  District  of  Columbia  area.  He  favored 
some  legislation  to  correct  this. 

William  A.  Reckman,  American  Bankers  Association, 
and  Harry  Held,  National  Association  of  Mutual  Sav- 
ing Banks,  appeared  in  opposition  to  the  amendment  to 
title  3  of  S.  2246.

Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry:  Committee 
concluded  hearings  on  H.  J.  Res.  398,  relating  to  cotton 
and  peanut  acreage  allotments  and  marketing  quotas 
under  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  and 
related  bills,  after  receiving  testimony  from  Representa- 
tive Albert  in  general  support  of  the  resolution;  he  did 
pro|X)se  certain  anicndments  thereto,  however.

Committee  on  Bankjng  and  Currency:  Subcommittee, 
in  executive  session,  agreed  to  report  to  the  full  com- 
mittee a  scries  of  amendments  proposed  to  be  offered 
to  S.  2246,  proposing  amendments  to  the  National  Hous- 
ing Act  affecting  mortgage  insurance.  These  amend- 
ments to  be  proposed  to  S.  2246  deal  with  loans  to  hous- 
ing cooperatives  and  the  FHA.  The  subcommittee  is 
expected  to  report  to  the  full  committee  on  Thursday.

6000,  to  extend  and  improve  the  Federal  old-age  and 
survivors  insurance  system,  and  to  amend  die  public- 
assistance  and  child-welfare  provisions  of  the  Social 
Security  Act,  committee  received  testimony  from  the 
following  witnesses:  Delegate  Farrington  opposed  the 
provision  in  H.  R.  6000  which  would  permit  coverage 
of  State,  Territorial,  and  local  governmental  employees; 
H.  J.  Hall,  American  Farm  Bureau,  favored  coverage 
of  employees  of  agricultural  organizations  and  of  farm 
workers;  J.  T.  Sanders,  National  Grange,  Washington, 


D.  C,  and  Angus  McDonald,  Farmers  Educational  and 
Cooperative  Union  of  America,  Washington,  D.  C, 
favored  coverage  of  farmers  and  farm  workers;  Mrs. 
Charles  Wagner,  National  Citizens  Council,  spoke  in 
favor  of  coverage  of  farm  workers,  including  migrant 
workers,  and  liberalization  of  public-assistance  pro- 
visions; H.  Willis  Tobler,  Milk  Producers  Federation, 
Washington,  D.  C,  supported  coverage  of  farm  workers 
and  of  farmers,  but  in  the  latter  case  on  a  voluntary 
basis;  and  Sidney  Hollander,  the  Maryland  Pharmaceu- 
tical Co.,  Baltimore,  favored  coverage  of  employees  of 
nonprofit  organizations  as  provided  in  H.  R.  6oco. 
Hearings  continue  tomorrow. 

ECA 

Committee  on  Foreign  Relations:  Following  an  execu- 
tive session  of  the  committee  with  ECA  Administrator 
Paul  G.  Hoffman  to  discuss  the  ECA,  the  chairman  an- 
nounced that  Mr.  Hoffman  had  discussed  the  Interim 
Report  of  the  Organization  for  European  Economic 
Cooperation,  which  is  to  be  released  tomorrow.  He  also 
gave  the  committee  his  personal  obscr\'ations  with  re- 
spect to  recent  developments  in  France,  Greece,  and 
other  countries  and  a  full  and  frank  report  on  the  results 
of  his  recent  trip  to  Paris.  He  stated  that  he  made  this 
trip  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  determining  what  the 
participating  countries  were  doing  to  carry  out  the  de- 
cision made  by  the  Council  of  the  OEEC  on  November 
2,  1949,  regarding  further  steps  to  be  taken  toward 
liberalizing  trade,  providing  for  freer  convenibility  of 
the  various  currencies,  and  other  actions  aimed  at  a 
closer  integration  of  the  v/estern  Eurof)ean  economy. 

"His  report  was  encouraging  in  some  respects  and 
discouraging  in  others.** 

MUTUAL  DEFENSE  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM 
Committee  on  Foreign  Relations:  At  the  request  of  the 
committee,  the  members  of  the  Foreign  Military  As- 
sistance Coordinating  Committee — James  Bruce,  direc- 
tor of  the  mutual  defense  assistance  program;  Maj.  Gen. 
Lyman  Lemnitzer,  Director  of  Mihtary  Assistance;  Of- 
fice of  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  and  Edward  Dickinson, 
Economic  Cooperation  Administration— together  with 
Walter  Surrey,  U.  S.  negotiator  on  the  bilateral  agree- 
ments with  the  European  recipients  of  aid,  met  in  an 
afternoon  executive  session  with  the  committee  in  order 
to  bring  the  committee  up  to  date  on  the  progress  of  the 
mutual  defense  assistance  program.  The  mutual  de- 
fense assistance  legislation  docs  not  provide  for  a 
"watch-dog'  committee,  as  is  die  case  in  the  economic 
cooperation  legislation.  Accordingly,  it  is  the  intention 
of  this  committee  to  keep  itself  regularly  informed  of 
the  progress  of  the  mutual  defense  assistance  program.

Committee  on  Interior  and  Insular  Affairs:  Continuing

COTTON 

Committee  on  Agfkulture:  Subcommittee  on  Cotton 
held  opening  meeting  to  consider  amendments  to  the 
cotton-quota  law  as  it  relates  to  State  and  county  reserves, 
and  the  establishment  of  certain  percentage  minimums. 
Frank  Woolley,  Deputy  Administrator,  PMA,  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  outlined  the  procedure  his  agency 
expects  to  follow  in  presenting  to  the  committee  a  com- 
prehensive outline  of  how  Public  Law  272  was  admin- 
istered at  all  levels.  He  said  the  State  committeemen 
would  be  in  Washington  on  February  18  and  20,  and 
arrangements  are  being  made  for  them  to  meet  with 
the  group  on  those  dates. 

Members  of  the  Farmers  Union  from  Montana,  South 
Dakota,  and  Nonh  Dakota  were  also  present.  Russell 
Smith,  the  Washington  representative  of  the  Farmers 
Union,  spoke  briefly,  and  Representative  Pace,  chair- 
man, welcomed  ihem  and  explained  some  of  the  aims 
of  the  subcommittee. 

WHEAT 

Committee  on  Agriculture:  Worley  subcommittee  on 
wheat  acreage  program  continued  its  hearings  with 
representatives  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  at- 
tendance. At  today's  meeting,  Frank  K.  Woolley, 
Deputy  Administrator,  PMA,  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, explained  charts  showing  wheat  acreage  allotments 
along  with  trends  and  adjustments  for  5-  and  lo-year 
periods,  both  on  State  and  national  levels.  He  also  pre- 
sented an  analysis  of  the  wheat  allotment  increases  in 
1950  resulting  from  the  application  of  the  provisions 
of  section  5  of  Public  Law  272  (8ist  Cong.),  and  discussed 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  stating  that  the  resulting 
additional  acreage  allotted  totaled  slightly  more  than 
4.5  million  acres  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole.  He 
added  that  this  represented  a  6.5-percent  increase  above 
the  national  allotment  as  provided  for  under  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Act  of  1938.  Mr.  Woolley  will 
continue  his  testimony  at  tomorrow  morning's  meeting.

*  •  *  However,  such  groups  as  a  class  should  not 
be  provided,  directly  or  indirectly,  with  Government 
subsidies  or  special  financing  of  tax  exemptions  available 
only  to  them  and  not  freely  available  to  all  other 
citizens."  The  committee  will  continue  on  these  bills 
tomorrow.

COTTON 

Committee  on  Agrutdture:  Subcommittee  on  Cotton 
continued  discussion  of  Public  Law  272  (8ist  Cong.), 


and  Public  Law  12  (79th  Cong.).  The  purpose  of  these 
heanngs  is  to  find  out  where  the  responsibihty  iox  the 
inequities  in  the  cotton  acreage  and  quota  law  lies — 
whether  it  is  the  administration  of  the  act,  and  if  so  at 
what  level :  National,  State,  or  county ;  or  whether  it  is 
in  the  law  itself.  Officials  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture who  appeared  were  E.  D.  Bell,  Chief  dt  Pro- 
duaion  Program  Division,  Cotton  Branch,  and  C  E. 
Burkhead  and  J.  J.  Morgan,  statisticians  in  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics. 

Inquiry  was  first  made  as  to  preparation  of  tables 
known  as  Changes  in  Official  Countv  Estimates  of  Cot- 
ton Acreage  made  m  connection  with  the  1950  program, 
whereby  10,000  acres  were  added  in  Texas,  and  thus  the 
entire  method  of  the  State  distribution  was  shifted.  It 
was  brought  out  that  as  a  result  of  this  shift  the  1400,000 
acres  of  war  crops  were  not  credited  to  the  farms  that 
grew  them,  as  provided  in  Public  Law  12  (79th  Cong.) 
and  Pubhc  Law  272  (8ist  Cong.).  The  testimony  cen- 
tered around  the  gross  inequities  in  the  State  of  Texas, 
how  they  came  about,  and  who  was  responsible.  Sup- 
plementary language  will  be  drafted  for  consideration 
which  will  provide  that  under  no  circumstances  in  the 
future  will  war-crop  credits  go  to  any  farms  except  those 
which  earned  them.  Will  continue  on  same  subject 
Friday  morning. 

WHEAT 

Committee  on  Agriculture:  Frank  K.  Woolley,  Deputy 
Administrator,  PMA,  Department  of  Agriculture,  re- 
sumed his*testimony  at  today's  hearmgs  on  the  wheat- 
acreage  program  before  the  Worley  subcommittee.  He 
explained  the  chart  presented  to  members  of  the  sub- 
committee dealing  with  additional  allotments  resulting 
from  the  provisions  of  Public  Law  272  (8ist  Cong.).

General  in  the  Department  of  the  Treasury.  Lindsay 
C.  Warren,  Comptroller  General,  opposed  the  bill  as  it 
would  encroach  upon  the  independence  of  the  GAO 
and  cut  away  and  surrender  the  power  of  the  legislative 
branch.    Hearings  continue  tomorrow. 

SOCIAL  SECURITY 

Committee  on  Finance:  Committee  continued  hearings 
on  H.  R.  6000,  to  extend  and  improve  the  Federal  old- 
age  and  survivors  insurance  system,  and  to  amend  the 
public-assistance  and  child-welfare  provisions  of  the  So-

Dr.  Eveline  M.  Bums,  president  of  New  York  Con- 
sumers League,  testified  in  support  of  higher  minimum 
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benefits  than  those  contained  in  H.  R.  6000,  opposed  the 
annual  increment  increasmg  benefit  payments  i  percent 
as  in  the  present  law,  and  one-half  of  i  percent  as  in  H.  R. 
6000  for  each  year  a  worker  is  in  covered  employment, 
but  favored  an  increment  factor  for  each  vear  a  worker 
remains  in  covered  cmplo\*ment  after  age  65;  opposed 
financing  the  system  exclusively  by  pay-roll  taxes,  as  con- 
templated under  H.  R.  6000;  and  favored  existing  law 
authorizing  appropriations  from  general  revenues  to 
assist  in  financing  the  system. 

Both  witnesses  supported  the  extension  of  OASI  cov- 
erage to  groups  not  included  in  H.  R.  6000,  the  liberal- 
izing of  eligibihty  requirements,  and  the  providing  of 
permanent  and  total  disability  insurance,  including 
benefits  for  dependents  of  disabled  workers.

eliminated  by  CCC  encroachment  in  the  grain  business. 
Mr.  Keith  Farlow,  North  Dakota  Grain  Dealers  Asso- 
ciation, started  his  testimony  and  will  return  on  Monday 
to  conclude  it.

They  also  emphasized 
the  gravity  of  the  situation  in  the  Far  East,  particularly 
the  potential  danger  of  Communist  infiltration  into  the 
countries  of  southeastern  Asia,  and  underscored  the  need 
for  a  continuation  and  increase  in  the  positive  program 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States  to  encourage  and  assist 
the  people  of  this  area  to  realize  their  present  overriding 
desires  for  firmly  established  national  independence  and 
higher  standards  of  living.

On  Friday,  May  5,  the  chairman  will  issue  a  press 
release  setting  forth  the  remaining  major  decisions 
which  the  committee  has  taken  on  the  bill. 

The  decisions  on  the  bill  announced  by  the  committee 
yesterday  (but  on  which  publication  was  withheld  until 
today)  dealt  with  benefits  and  financing  of  OASI. 
TTiose  decisions  are  as  follows: 

In  the  case  of  benefits,  the  committee  agreed  that  (a) 
of  the  approximately  2.9  million  pxrrsons  currendy  re- 
ceiving OASI  benefits,  their  monthly  benefits  would  be 
increased  on  an  average  of  about  90  percent,  as  con- 
trasted to  70  percent  as  approved  by  the  House;  {b)  in 
the  case  of  future  beneficiaries,  an  alternative  formula 
is  provided  for  persons  retiring  in  the  future  which 
would  be  applicable  to  those  who  have  at  least  six 
quarters  of  coverage  after  1950,  which  would  result  in 
doubling  th^  average  benefits  payable  under  existing 
law;  {c)  and  that  the  average  wage  of  an  insured  worker 
would  be  computed  the  same  as  under  present  law,  ex- 
cept that  if  a  bigger  benefit  would  result,  the  individ- 
ual's average  would  be  computed  over  the  period  follow- 
ing 1950,  rather  than  from  1936  on. 

As  to  eligibility  for  benefits,  under  the  committee's 
action  the  future  eligibihty  requirements  are  greatly 
Uberalized  by  requiring  quarters  of  coverage  for  only 
one-half  of  the  number  of  quarters  since  1950  (with  a 
minimum  of  six  quarters  of  coverage  required),  but 
such  quarters  of  coverage  may  include  those  earned  be- 
fore iQSi.    This  is  instead  of  (a)  quarters  of  coverage

In  the  case  of  benefit  category,  the  committee  con- 
curred in  the  House-approved  bill  with  the  follovring 
exceptions:  Under  the  committee's  action  in  the  case 
of  dependents  of  women  workers,  benefits  are  payable 
on  a  more  liberal  basis  in  respea  to  deaths  of  insured 
married  women,  and  also  in  respect  to  dependent  hus- 
bands of  deceased  or  retired  women  workers,  and  the 
House-passed  version  was  amended  to  retain  the  exist- 
ing law  in  the  cases  of  wives  of  retired  workers,  de- 
pendent parents,  and  lump-sum  death  payments. 

In  the  case  of  total  and  permanent  disability  insurance, 
no  benefits  would  be  pro\'ided  as  is  the  case  in  the  exist- 
ing law.  Under  limitation  on  earnings  of  beneficiaries, 
the  committee  agreed  that  the  amount  the  beneficiary 
may  earn  in  covered  emplo\'ment  without  loss  of  bene- 
fits would  be  increased  from  $14.99  to  I50  per  month. 

In  the  case  of  veterans,  the  committee  concurted  in 
provisions  of  H.  R.  6000  granting  World  War  II  veterans 
wage  credits  under  the  OASI  program  of  $160  per 
month  for  the  time  spent  in  military  or  naval  service 
between  September  16,  1940,  and  July  24,  1947,  except 
that  under  the  committee's  action  such  wage  credits 
would  not  be  provided  if  the  period  of  service  in  the 
armed  forces  is  credited  for  civ il  service,  military,  r:iil- 
road,  or  any  other  Federal  retirement  system. 

Under  financing  of  OASI,  the  committee  agreed  to 
retain  the  present  taxable  wage  base  of  $3,000  instead 
of  $3,600  as  approved  by  the  House.

Committee  on  Banking  and  Currency:  Pursuant  to  S. 
Res.  219,  to  make  a  study  of  die  lending  policies  of  the 
RFC,  the  subcommittee  continued  hearings,  receiving 
further  testimony  on  the  operating  costs  and  income  of 
the  RFC,  widi  special  reference  to  interest-free  capital 
and  interest-free  surplus,  from  Theodore  Herz,  staff 
member  of  die  subcommittee  staff;  Harvey  J.  Gunder- 
son,  RFC  Board  of  Directors;  J.  W.  Considine,  Comp- 
troller; and  odier  RFC  officials.

Committee  on  Finance:  In  executive  session,  die  com- 
mittee continued  its  consideration  of  H.  R.  6000  (to  ex- 
tend and  improve  the  Federal  old-age  and  survivors 
insurance  system,  and  to  amend  the  public-assistance 
and  child- welfare  provisions  of  the  Social  Security  Act), 
reviewing  die  final  draft  of  die  bill  as  priorly  ordered 
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amended  by  the  committee.  The  work  was  devoted 
l>riiiianly  to  technical  and  administrative  amendments. 
In  addition  to  the  agreements  on  coverage  and  bene- 
fit provisions  of  OASI,  previously  published  in  the 
Dbbt,  the  following  policy  decisions  were  announced 
by  the  committee  on  Saturday,  May  6.  Committee 
agreed:  (i)  to  cover  borderline  agricultural  labor  as  in 
the  House-approved  bill,  and  in  addition  to  cover  regu- 
larly employed  agricultural  workers;  (2)  under  the 
committee's  final  action,  employees  of  religious  denom- 
inauons  and  organizations,  owned  and  controlled  by 
religious  denominations,  would  continue  to  be  excluded 
but  would  be  aflorded  an  opportunity  to  secure  cover- 
age for  its  employees  if  it  so  desired;  and  (3)  to  amend 
H  rovision  on  Federal  civilian  employees  not  under 

eMM.ug  retirement  system  to  exclude  certain  policy- 
making committee  members  and  covering  about  100,000 
employees  serving  under  tcmjxjrary  appointment  pend- 
ing final  determination  of  eligibility  for  permanent  or 
indefinite  appointment. 

Committee  announced  that  its  action  in  increasing 
coverage  and  benefit  payments  under  OASI  reduced  the 
need  for  greater  public-assistance  expenditures;  thus, 
the  committee  did  not  concur  in  House-approved  pro- 
visions of  die  bill  on  (i)  increasing  Federal  share  in 
matching  formula  for  pubUc-assistance  programs;  (2) 
to  include  as  recipient  a  caretaker  in  aid  to  dependent 
children  families;  (3)  to  establish  a  program  for  aid  to 
the  permanently  and  totally  disabled;  and  (4)  to  extend 
the  State-Federal  public-assistance  programs  to  Puerto 
Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands. 

The  committee  did  approve  the  following:  (i)  to  in- 
crease from  $16.50  to  $18  as  the  maximum  F':dcral  fund 
for  aid  to  dependent  children,  and  from  $12  to  $13  for 
each  additional  child;  (2)  to  disregard  earned  income 
up  to  $50  per  month  of  claimant  of  aid  to  the  blind  in 
determining  eligibility  for  an  amount  of  aid  to  the  blind ; 
(3)  concurred  in  House  provisions  on  direct  payment 
for  medical  care  and  medical  institutions;  and  (4) 
agree  to  following  increases  in  authorizations:  (a)  child 
welfare  services  from  $7  miUion,  as  in  House-passed 
bill,  to  $12  million,  (b)  maternal  and  child  welfare  serv- 
ices from  $11  million,  as  in  existing  law,  to  $20  million, 
and  {c)  services  for  crippled  children  from  $714  niil- 
lion,  as  in  existing  law,  to  $15  million.

Ventre  and  Assiniboine  Tribes  of  Indians  of  Fort 
Belknap  Reservation. 

Following  a  discussion  of  H.  R.  61 14,  to  set  aside  cer- 
tain lands  in  Oklahoma,  formerly  a  part  of  the  Chey- 
enne-Arapaho  Reservation,  known  as  the  Fort  Reno 
Military  Reservation,  for  the  Cheycnne-Arapaho  Tribes 
of  Oklahoma,  it  was  agreed  that  final  action  would  be 
jxjstponed  until  various  interested  parties  could  be  heard.

Select  Committee  on  Lobbying  Activities:  Turned  to 
the  field  of  contingent  compensation  arrangements  be- 
tween lol)byisis  and  their  employers  under  which  the 
lobbyist's  fee  would  depend  upon  the  legislative  results 
obtainetl.    Heard  testimony  from  Samuel  P.  Haines, 
registered   lobbyist  for  the  20%  Cabaret  Tax   Com- 
mittee, composed  primarily  of  hotel  operators,     Mr. 
Haines  said  that  under  his  contract  arrangement  he  was 
to  receive  a  $10,000  retainer,  and  $15,000  for  expenses  to 
aid  in  urging  Congress  to  reduce  the  20  ptrccnl  excise 
tax  on  cabaret  bills.

person  or  persons  making  such  disclosure  in  any  crim- 
inal prosecution  with  respect  to  such  underpayment  of 
tax.

Other  officials  of  the  Geological 
Survey  that  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  two  bills  were  C.  G. 
Paulson,  Chief  Hydraulic  Engineer,  and  A.  Nelson 
Sayre,  Chief,  Ground  Water  Branch,  who  were  heard 
on  the  water-resources-data  program,  and  Gerald  Fitz-

TAX  REVISION 

Committee  on  Ways  and  Means:  Confirmed  the  follow- 
ing tentative  actions  without  change — 

1.  Defining  the  interest  element  in  installment  pay- 
ments of  life-insurance  proceeds  as  gross  income  and 
therefore  making  such  interest  element  subject  to  tax. 

2.  Making  State  and  municipal  bonds  of  5  years,  or 
less,  maturity  subject  to  amortization  in  the  hands  of 
dealers  and  dealer  banks  unless  such  bonds  are  sold 
within  30  days  from  the  dale  the  bonds  were  paid  for. 
Where  applicable,  amortization  will  begin  with  the  date 
of  acquisition. 

3.  Providing  that  in  case  of  corporations  where  divi- 
dends are  in  kind,  the  dividends  received  credit  shall  not 
exceed  85  percent  of  the  basis  of  the  property  in  the 
hands  of  the  distributing  corporation. 

Also  announced  final  decisions,  as  follows — 
I.  Reached  final  agreement  not  to  reduce  existing  de- 
pletion allowances  for  oil,  gas,  sulfur,  and  nonmctallic 
minerals,  and  to  extend  percentage  depletion  as  follows: 

(a)  Fuller's  earth,  refractory  clay,  quartzite,  fire  clay, 
perlite,  diatomaceous  earth,  borax,  limestone,  and 
tripoli — 15  percent; 

(b)  Stone  (including  slate),  brick  and  ille  clay,  shale, 
oyster-  and  clam-shell  deposits,  sand,  gravel,  marble, 
and  granite — 5  percent ; 

(c)  Reaffirmed  increase  in  percentage  depletion  for 
coal  from  5  to  10  percent ; 
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(d)  Also  rejected  proposal  to  increase  percentage  de- 
pletion for  metal  mines  from  15  to  27 '/2  percent;  and 

(e)  Adopted  a  clarifying  amendment  to  make  cer- 
tain that  the  basis  upon  which  percentage-depletion 
allowances  are  computed  is  the  gross  income  before 
transportation. 

2.  Rejected  a  proposal  to  increase  the  import  tax  on 
crude  petroleum  from  one-half  to  2  cents  per  gallon, 
certain  petroleum  denvatives  from  one-half  to  2V2  cents, 
and  gasoline  or  other  motor  fuel  from  2V2  to  3  cents 
per  gallon. 

3.  Agreed  to  tax  dividends  paid  out  of  earnings  or 
pf^ls  accumulated  before  March  i,  1913,  or  paid  out 
of  appreciation  in  value  accrued  prior  to  March  i,  1913. 


4.  Agreed  that  i^pon  liquidation  of  a  fore^^, 
ration,  over  50  percent  of  the  stock  of  which  is  owned 
by  domestic  corporaboos,  the  domesbc  coqx)ratioiis 
would  be  tax«l  at  ordinary  rates  on  their  ratable  share 
of  the  accumubted  earnings  of  the  foreign  coqxiratKMi 
to  the  extent  of  the  gain  by  the  domestic  corporations 
on  the  liquidation. 

5.  Adopted  an  amendment  to  cover  indirca  redemp- 
tion of  shares  in  a  parent  corporation  through  purchases 
by  its  subodiaries,  and  also  where  the  same  interests 
own  two  or  more  cwporations  and  one  corporation  buys 
from  those  interests  the  stock  of  the  other. 

Will  continue  consideration  of  oAer  tax-revision  pro- 
posals tonwrrow.

1.  Treating  gains  and  losses  from  sales  and  exchanges 
of  business  property,  including  livestock,  as  capital  gains 
and  capital  losses. 

Effective:  For  taxable  years  beginning  after  date  of 
enactment. 

2.  Providing  that  property  transferred  by  decedent 
more  than  3  years  before  death  shall  not  be  included  in 
his  gross  estate,  and  transfers  within  3  years  of  decedent's 
death  will  be  included  unless  tlie  taxpayer  rebuts  the 
presumption  that  transfer  was  in  contemplation  of  death. 

Effective:  With  respect  to  estates  of  decedents  dying 
after  date  of  enactment. 

3.  Discontinuing  the  flat  30-percent  withholding  on 
income  derived  from  sources  on  the  mainland  by  resi- 
dents of  Puerto  Rico;  Puerto  Rican  residents  would  be 
taxable  on  income  derived  from  the  mainland  and  from 
foreign  countries  (but  not  from  Puerto  Rico)  under 
the  Federal  income  tax  at  the  usual  individual  income- 
tax  rates,  with  the  same  exemptions  and  same  privilege 
of  income  splitting  afforded  to  residents  of  the  United 
States.  In  order  for  an  individual  to  be  exempt  from 
the  Federal  income  lax  on  income  earned  in  Puerto 
Rico,  he  would  have  to  qualify  as  a  bona  fide  resident 
of  Puerto  Rico.

(h)  Less  than  70  percent  of  gain  recognized  during 
taxable  year  is  attributable  to  property  manufactured, 
constructed,  or  produced  by  such  corporation;  and 

(c)  Gain  is  realized  3  years  after  completion  of  opera- 
tion for  which  such  corporation  was  created. 

Effective:  Taxable  years  after  December  31, 1949,  and 
gains  after  such  date,  but  no  inference  to  be  drawn 
from  enactment  on  existing  law. 

3.  Making  effective  date  on  prior-announced  final 
agreement  to  reduce  from  6  months  to  3  months  the 
period  of  time  an  asset  must  be  held  to  qualify  for  the 
special  capital-gains  treatment,  applicable  with  respect 
to  taxable  years  beginning  after  date  of  enactment.

of  influencing  congressional  action  through  seeking  to 
influence  the  public  on  national  issues,  the  committee 
heard  E^lward  A.  Rumely,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Committee  for  Constitutional  Government,  who  de- 
scribed his  organization's  activities. 

Under  questioning  by  Committee  Counsel  FitzGerald, 
Mr.  Rumely  said  the  CCG,  which  files  regular  quarterly 
financial  reports  under  the  Federal  Regulation  of  Lobby- 
ing Act,  decided  after  the  passage  of  that  act  to  accept 
no  cash  contributions  of  more  than  $490  so  that  the 
donors*  names  would  not  have  to  be  reported  to  Con- 
gress as  required.  He  acknowledged  that  the  organiza- 
tion receives  many  sums  larger  than  $500  for  the  pur- 
chase of  hterature  published  by  the  CCG  for  dissemina- 
tion to  ihe  public  as  a  means  of  influencing  public  atti- 
tudes, but  contended  that  these  receipts  are  not  "con- 
trifnitions"  under  the  terms  of  the  act. 
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Mr.  Rumely  maintained  that  the  CCG  does  not  gen- 
erally seek  to  influence  Congress  directly  on  issues.  Ex- 
hibits were  being  iniroiluced  from  the  files  of  the  CCG 
designed  to  illustrate  some  direct  lobbying  activities 
by  the  organization  when  the  hearing  was  adjourned 
until  tomorrow  morning.

Rumely  denied  that  either  CCG  or  its  affiliated  groups 
engage  in  political  activity.    He  was  questioned  ex- 
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tcnsively  on  CCG  purchase  of  millions  of  Congressional 
Record  reprints  for  free  mailing. 

In  an  afternoon  session,  the  committee  recalled  Mcr- 
win  K.  Hart,  president  of  die  National  Economic 
Council,  Inc.,  for  questioning  on  what  Chairman 
Buchanan  described  as  discrepancies  in  the  NEC's  re- 
ports filed  under  die  Federal  Regulation  of  Lobbying 
Act  when  compared  with  information  on  NEC  con- 
tributors provided  by  Mr.  Hart  to  the  Select  Committee 
on  June  6  in  answer  to  a  subpena.

He  acknowledged  under  questioning  that  the 
organization  had  collected  more  than  $5,500,000  in  the 
past  7  years  which  it  had  used  to  further  its  activities, 
but  that  since  the  effective  date  of  the  Federal  Regula- 
tion of  Lobbying  Act  of  1946  it  had  not  accepted  cash 
contributions  of  more  than  V490  so  that  it  would  not 
have  to  reveal  the  names  of  any  contributors  in  reports 
to  Congress  under  that  act. 

Mr.  Rumely  refused  direa  requests  from  Committee 
Counsel  FitzGcrald  to  reveal  the  names  of  any  indi- 
viduals or  groups  which  have  paid  the  CCG  $500  or 
more  in  any  one  calendar  quarter,  or  as  much  as  $1,000 
since  January  i,  1947,  to  help  finance  the  mass  distribu- 
tion of  books  and  other  literature  put  out  by  the  organi- 
zation and  distributed  to  names  on  its  maihng  list.  He 
contended  these  were  purchases  of  books  from  a  publish- 
ing house  and  not  "contributions"  under  the  terms  of 
the  Lobbying  Act,  and  said  the  Committee  for  Consti- 
tutional Government  was  protected  by  the  constitutional 
guaranty  of  a  free  press  from  being  required  to  reveal 
this  information. 

Chairman  Buchanan  said  the  committee  would  meet 
in  executive  session  tomorrow  to  discuss  its  future  agenda 
and  possibly  to  take  up  the  matter  of  Mr.  Rumely 's 
refusal  to  answer  certain  questions.

tered under  the  Lobbying  Act.  He  said  he  believed  that 
all  organizations  seeking  to  influence  public  policy 
should  welcome  the  opportunity  of  using  the  require- 
ments of  Congress  made  available  for  registering  or- 
ganizations of  this  nature.  Mr.  Loeb  was  also  interro- 
gated by  the  committee  and  he  will  resume  his  testimony 
at  a  meeting  scheduled  for  tomorrow  morning.

Thomas  Fitzpatrick,  chief  steward  in  Pittsburgh  local ; 
TTiomas  Quinn,  field  organizer  in  Pittsburgh  area; 
Juhus  Emspak,  national  secretary-treasurer;  and  Tal- 
madge  Raley,  business  representative  in  Cincinnati  local. 
Citations  were  also  recommended  against  Frank  Hash- 
mall  and  David  H.  Levison,  both  identified  as  officers 
of  the  Communist  Party  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  these  citations  were  recom- 
mended because  of  the  refusal  of  the  above-named  to 
answer  questions,  inchidmg  whether  or  not  they  had 
ever  held  membership  in  the  Communist  Party. 

LOBBYING 

Select  Committee  on  Lobbying  Activities:  Continued  its 
scries  into  the  so-called  indu-cct  field  of  lobbying  activity 
with  testimony  at  both  morning  and  afternoon  sessions 
from  Leonard  Read,  president  of  the  Foundation  for 
Economic  Education,  Irvington-on-the-Hudson,  N.  Y. 
Mr.  Read  described  the  purposes  of  the  organization, 
which  IS  financed  largely  by  mdustrial  corkccrns  and 
business  executives,  in  sponsoring  research  and  publica- 
tions on  current  economic  and  political  issues,  emphasiz- 
ing, he  said,  the  prinaples  of  freedom  from  Government 
control  and  interference.  The  foundation  is  not  regis- 
tered under  die  Federal  Regulation  of  Lobbymg  Aa  of 
1946.  He  said  his  group  does  not  engage  in  activities 
covered  by  that  act.  He  opposed  a  proposal  made  to  the 
committee  last  week  by  Dr.  Dewey  Anderson  of  the 
Public  Affairs  Institute  that  research  organizations  of 
this  nature  be  required  by  law  fo  disclose  publicly  the 
names  of  supporters.  Dr.  Anderson  had  urged  that 
this  not  be  done  in  a  statute  applying  to  lobbymg.   Mr 
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Read  urged  it  not  be  done  under  any  statute,  maintain- 
ing that  this  would  cut  off  sources  of  funds  of  organiza- 
tions engaged  in  this  work- 
Committee  will  meet  in  executive  session  tomorrow 
morning  to  discuss  future  agenda.

TAX  REVISION,  AND  COPPER 

Committee  on  Finance:  Thomas  Lynch,  general  coun- 
sel. Treasury  Department,  appeared  in  a  morning  execu- 
tive session  before  the  committee  to  present  a  statement 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  expounding  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  President  in  his  recent  letter  to 
Chairman  George  requesting  the  committee  to  resume 
its  consideration  of  H.  R.  8920,  tax-re\  ision  bill,  and  give 
especial  attention  to:  (i)  EUmination  of  excise-tax  re- 
duaions  and  other  revenue-losing  provisions;  (2)  reten- 
tion of  the  kx^holc-dosing  provisions;  and  (3)  to 
increase  individiial  and  corporate  income  tax  rate  to  the 
"tentative"  level  ad<^ed  in  1945.

from  $100  to  $150  and  exdse  tax  on  jewelry  and  furs 
sold  at  aucticMi,  along  with  a  new  prwisicm  imposing 
lo-pcrcent  manufacturing  excise  tax  on  dcep-frcczc  imits 
and  tdcvisioo  sets,  as  recommended  by  the  PrcsidenL 
It  approved  section  202,  rebtive  to  bond  premiums  paid 
by  dealers  in  tax-exempt  securities,  as  passed  by  the 
House,  but  made  a  change  in  the  effective  date  to  July  i, 
1950;  House-approved  section  203,  dealing  with  divi- 
dends-received credit,  was  tentatively  approved;  and  the 
committee  tentatively  agreed  to  stiike  out  House- 
approved  section  205,  on  corporate  earnings  and  profits 
accimiulated  prior  to  March  1913,  but  held  over  final 
action  on  this  jMOvision  until  tomorrow. 

It  disapproved  section  201  on  amount  recci\Td  imder 
life  insurance  contracts. 

The  rhairman  aimounced  that  the  committee  would 
consider  R  J.  Res.

It  reconsidered  section  203,  dividends-received  credit, 
and  finally  approved  the  section  after  changing  the 
effective  date  to  dividends  received  to  the  date  of  enact- 
ment of  bill  rather  than  aftrr  December  31,  1949. 

On  Saturday,  August  5,  the  committee  adopted  sec- 
tion 603,  relative  to  the  payment  of  income  tax  by  in- 


stallment, including  the  so-called  Mills  accelerated  plan 
for  collection  of  corporate  taxes;  section  206,  on  dis- 
tribution and  liquidation  of  a  foreign  subsidiary,  was 
rejected;  in  the  case  of  section  207,  on  treatment  of  cer- 
tain redemption  of  stock  as  dividends,  the  committee 
accepted  the  clause  on  "tax  as  a  dividend  the  indirect 
ralcmption  of  shares  in  a  parent  corporation  through 
purchases  of  stock  in  the  parent  by  its  subsidiaries,"  with 
a  proviso  making  the  section  effective  at  the  date  of 
enactment  of  the  bill,  but  rejected  the  remaining  part 
of  that  section.  The  committee  tentatively  rejected  sec- 
tion 601,  on  collection  of  income  tax  as  source  of  divi- 
dends.

trol of  consumer-  and  real-estate  credit,  and  title  VII, 
general  provisions. 

The  report  is  expected  to  be  filed  Wednesday  cm:  Thurs- 
day.

TAX  REVlSiON 

Committee  on  Finance:  Continuing  in  executive  session, 
the  committee  adopted  the  administration's  proposal  on 
increase  of  individual  income  tax,  which  would  repeal 
the  percentage  reductions  in  tax  provided  for  in  1^5 
and  1948  Revenue  Acts.  The  percentage  reductions  re- 
pealed are  17  percent  on  the  first  $400  of  tax,  12  percent 
on  tax  berwccn  I400  and  $ioo/xx),  and  9.75  percent  on 
the  tax  in  excess  of  $100,000.

It  agreed  that  S.  3491,  relative  to  exemption  from  taxa- 
tion annuities  of  retired  employees,  be  referred  to  the 
Senate  Committee  on  Finance;  it  reconsidered  but  held 
over  final  action  on  H.  R.  1133,  a  private  bill  (commit- 
tee had  previously  mdefmitely  postponed  this  bill);  it 
voted  to  postpone  indefinitely  S.  3754,  to  provide  for  the 
carrying  of  mail  on  star  routes,  includmg  screen  veh  • 
service,  S.  3909,  to  amend  act  of  July  6,  1945,  regarding 
railway  postal  clerks  assigned  to  road  duty,  and  S.  35S4, 
to  extend  the  benefits  of  civil-service  retirement  to  em- 
ployees who  arc  involuntarily  separated  after  having 
rendered  20  years  of  service. 

Iir  considered  but  held  over  action  on  H.  R.  2945,  to

day, November  15,  1950,  and  that  the  time  for  receipt 
of  applications  to  be  heard  will  terminate  with  the  close 
of  busmcss  on  Friday,  November  i. 

Meanwhile,  in  compliance  with  the  directive  of  the 
Congress  and  in  order  to  have  an  cxccss-profits-tax  bill 
ready  for  consideration  by  the  House  when  it  recon- 
venes on  November  27,  Chairman  Doughton  stated  that 
the  staff  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Internal  Revenue 
Taxation  will,  within  the  next  week  or  so,  begin  a  series 
of  conferences  with  the  staff  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment. It  is  contemplated  that  these  conferences  may 
result  in  the  preparation  of  a  report  on  excess-profits-tax 
proposals  for  submission  to  the  committee  which  may 
then  be  used  as  a  basis  for  testimony  before  the 
committee. 

Witnesses  desiring  to  be  heard  should  address  their 
application  to  the  clerk,  Committee  on  Ways  ami  Means, 
room  1 102,  New  House  Office  Building,  Washington, 
D.  C,  in  time  to  be  received  by  November  i.  Chauman 
Doughton  said,  "The  committee  desires  that,  whenever 
possible,  a  single  spokesman  be  designated  to  appear  for 
an  industry  group  in  order  to  expedite  die  hearings."

However,  earn- 
ings attnbuuble  to  contraas  entered  into  in  prc-excess-profils- 
ux  years  would  not  be  subject  to  the  excess-profits  ux. 

{b)  Also  a  taxpayer  changing  from  the  installment  basis  to 
an  accrual  basis  would  be  permitted  to  recompute  his  earnings 
during  the  base  period  on  the  accrual  basis  for  purposes  of 
computing  the  average  earnings  credit. 

(c)  This  provision  would  be  available  to  any  uxpayer  desir- 
ing to  shift  from  an  installment  basis  to  an  accrual  basis  and 
there  would  be  no  eligibility  requirements  as  existed  under 
World  War  II  law. 

8.  Bank^  reserves  for  bad  debts 

(a)  The  method  of  computing  bank  reserves  for  bad  debts 
was  changed  in  1947.  Banks  would  be  allowed  to  convert  these 
reserves  to  the  same  basis  for  the  base  period  and  taxable  years 
for  excess-profiis-tax  purposes.

{d)  This  provision  would  be  available  not  only  to  corporations 
in  existence  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  base  period  but  also 
to  corporations  organized  in  the  base  period  but  having  more 
than  36  months  of  experience  in  the  base  period. 

10.  Net  capital  reductions  after  the  end  of  1949  both  for  tax- 
payers using  the  average  earnings  base  and  for  taxpayers 
using  the  invested  capital  credit 

{a)  Both  in  the  case  of  the  average  earnings  uxpayer  and  the 
invested  capital  taxpayer,  to  the  extent  reductions  in  captal  in 
the  ux  period  offset  additions  in  the  tax  period  (and  in  the  case 
of  the  earnings  base  taxpayer  additions  in  the  base  period  for 
which  a  special  allowance  previously  had  been  made),  the  ex- 
cess-profits credit  would  be  reduced  by  12  percent  of  the  net 
reduction  in  capital  in  the  form  of  equity  capital  or  rcuined 
earnings  and  in  the  case  of  borrowed  capital  in  the  same  manner 
as  oudined  in  i  {b)  under  the  rules  for  invested  capital. 

{b)  In  the  case  of  the  average  earnings  uxpayer  in  general 
the  same  rule  as  in  (a)  above  would  be  applied  to  ntt  reduc- 
tions in  capital  in  the  ux  years  in  excess  of  the  net  additions  in 
these  years  and  the  additions  for  which  special  allowances  were 
made  in  the  base  period.  However,  if  time  permits  the  writing 
of  an  additional  refinement,  the  taxpayer  might  be  given  the 
alternative  of  computing  die  percenuge  on  reductions  in  equity 
capital  and  reuined  earnings  at  his  actual  average  rale  of  return 
for  the  base  period  if  he  could  show  that  this  rate  of  return  on 
capital  investments  in  the  base  period  was  less  than  12  percent. 

{c)  In  the  case  of  the  invested  capital  uxpayer  where  reduc- 
tions in  capital  since  the  beginning  of  its  first  excess-profits  tax 
year  exceed  additions  since  that  time,  such  reductions  would  be 
reflected  under  the  regular  rules  for  computing  the  invested 
capital  credit  as  set  out  imdcr  (i).

The  Foreign  Affairs  Com- 
mittee membership,  who  have  long  been  advocates  of  a 
strong  and  active  policy  in  the  Far  East,  reviewed  with 
the  Secretary  the  situation  in  southeast  Asia,  and  the 
grave  situation  in  Indochina.  They  also  discussed  future 

policy  in  Korea. 

The  need  of  food  from  the  United  States  for  Yugo- 
slavia was  emphasized.  The  committee  discussed  the 
Yugoslavia  situation  and  the  Secretary  urged  the  early 
consideration  of  this  matter.  A  meeting  on  this  subject 
has  been  scheduled  for  tomorrow  morning.
